the Interior Krug. 

With winter-accentuated  pe- 
troleum shortages sharpening his 
Krug said in a formal re-

“It is clear now that the United 
States cannot rely exclusively on 
petroleum to supply all future re- 
quirements for liquid fuels and 
related products.” 

The nation, he commented, al- 
ready “is squeezed between in- 
creasing demand and decre2sing 
productive capacity.” An} if the 
international trend toward mech- 
anized economies continues ‘‘the 
proportion of the world’s oil avail- 
able to the United States may di- 
minish markedly,” he «aid. 

But setting up a synthetic fuel 
industry, Krug said, “is far too 
large an operation and requires 
too much time to be undertaken 
under emergency or war condi- 
tions.” 

Visualizing the program as ten 
times the magnitude of the syn- 
thetic rubber program developed 
during the war, Krug adde: 

‘It should be undertaken now 
when the country is at peace and 
completed over a period of 5 to 
10 years.”

A mixup in financing “re- 
dedication” week has caused 
the cancellation of the sched- 
uled ten-hour stop of the Free- 
dom Train in Pomona Feb. 28, 
Mayor James B. Pettit of Po- 
mona stated today. 


Although no word has been 
received from the American 
Foundation headquarters in New 
York Mayor Pettit said “The 


Freedom Train will not stop in 
Pomona. It is unfortunate that 
our citizens and other residents 
of this area in Upland and On- 
tario will not get a chance to 
view the historic contents of the 
train but from our standpoint it 
is unavoidable. 

“I was forced to Cancel the 
stop because the local sponsor of 
the train, the Pomona chamber 
of commerce, was not advised of 
necessary details until too late.” 

Last Tuesday the junior cham- 
ber was advised that it was ex- 
pected to raise $3,200 in cash 
plus an additional $1,500 in ad- 
vertising to defray expenses’ of 
the stopover.

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-Improvements in Chaffey Business 
Echool Should Have Been Made Earlier 


The charge has been made that the Chaffey commerce 
department is ‘loosely organized, academic rather than prac- 
tical’ and probably one of the “weakest” departments in 
the college. 

This criticism didn’t come from any agency outside of 
the school system or by the Chaffey board. It was made 
by the man, who for 17 years has headed the Chaffey in- 

: stitutions as its superintendent. 

As a result of this charge, the Chaffey board of trustees 

at a special meeting last week named J. E. Bailie as a one- 
_. man committee to investigate Chaffey’s business school and 
_report his findings. 

In his report to the board, Gardiner Spring further said 
= that “. . . for some reason this department (commerce) is 
««not progressing satisfactorily into a strong school of business. 
=_It is by no means measuring up to our ideal. . .” 

This is rather a strange admission coming from the man 
who has headed Chaffey these many years and whose re- 
sponsibility it has been to see to it that all the courses and 
departments do measure up to the “Chaffey ideal.” The 
people of the Chaffey district have placed him in that 
high position because they have felt that he would under- 
take upon himself the task of keeping both institutions 
strong in every respect. 

In checking with the state department of education we 
learned that while Chaffey is considered one of the out- 
standing institutions of its kind “generally,” its refusal to 
make use of the “distributive education” plan since 1938 
when it first became available has surprised many leading 

«educators in the state. Since that time many of the better 
"institutions have adopted the “cooperative training” program 
“<< unil today it zs cousidered well-established in educational 
circles. 
It has been also brought out by Mr. Spring that some 
.. students from this area are attending San Bernardino Valley 
Junior College because of the “superiority” of its business 
school as compared with Chaffey. Yet even a cursory ex- 
amination of the subjects taught in San Bernardino will show 
that the only place in which the two schools vary is in the 
use of tho distributive education plan. Chaffey had its op- 
portunity to use this program as far back as 1938 and ap- 
. parently didn’t deem it important enough to add to its cur- 
riculum. Mt. San Antonio junior college, not quite a year 
old, has already decided to make the ‘cooperative merchan- 
dising plan” an important part of its business school next fall. 

Business men have been critical of the Chaffey com- 

_—-~ merce departinent, the board was told the other night. And 

this is quite understandable. While every other school has 

been using the plari by which commerce students spend 

some of their times in stores. banks and other business in- 

E stitutions thus combining their academic training with prac- 
tical experience, Chaffey has been limiting its training to 
class-room instruction alone. 

While we don’t pretend to be experts in education, it 
~~geems to us that this very fundamental improvement, that of 

combining practical training with the academic, could have 
been instituted in the Chaffey business school some years 
ago by the superintendent himself. 

Responsibility for the situation should be placed not on 

‘the head of the commerce department, who has been in 
that position only a comparatively short time, and not on 
the board members. That responsibility rests solely with the 

«> head of the Chatfey school system.
